Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention is drawn to an isolation interface with a capacitive barrier 
utilizing in input circuit, first - second barriers capacitors, first and second logical output 
signals, an output circuit, first and second logical input signals, first and second voltage 
comparators, first and second integrating units, first and second resistors, first and 
second differentiating units, a pulse width modulator and an auxiliary communication 
channel recited in claims 1-7. None of the prior art disclosed or suggested to show the 
particular structure and/or the particular operation recited in these claims namely: "the 
input circuit (A1 ) a first integrating unit (R1 , C1 )+ and a second integrating unit (R1 , C1 )- 
are provided ... are shorter than the rising and falling-off times of the logical output 
signals U1o+ and U1o- being the replicas of the transmitted input signal Ui" (line 13- last 
line) as recited in claim 1 ; the combination of all the method steps as recited in claim 5. 

The prior art reference submitted by the applicant on IDS form received on 
01/07/04 was reviewed and considered. This reference (U.S Patent No. 4,835,486) 
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appears to be the best reference with respect to the claimed invention and closely 
matched the reference found during the examiner's searches. However, as noted 
above, the combination of all limitation the claim is not disclosed. Therefore, the claims 
are patentably distinct over all these prior art references of record.
